- 1 COME. now to the other parr'of olir Cafe, / concerning 
Civitr RiGHT: of which | have already*+ detlar*d my 
Thoughrs, as 1 found, from firſt to laſt} 'as far-as wavproper- for 
me to do. [The Paper intiruled, The' Fidelity of @ Loyal ShbjetF, 
was ſent to King William 10 June, before he went into Holland, 
and to divers of the Lords of the _ Council,. and Members 
of Parliament. And all that parr of this Colleion, intiruled, 
A Meſſage of Peace, was ent to thoſe Lords, and to the Speaker 
of the Houſe of Commons, and fome others, a little before 
King Wilkam's Faſt. Thar concerning the Birth of the: Princeof 
Wales, is part of that, and was 'alfo' fſold-atone. - Arid that in 
the third, intituled, A'Perition.and Demand bf Right, '&c./ after 
it had becn ſent to. the "Member -to whom it was tdirefted, 
with-both. our Names at length, and to the Speiker-and'other 
Members, was -publickly fold at / the "Exthenge atid -Weſdmin- 
Rer,. 8c. 

In theſe arid the reſt is ſufficient Matter-of FaQ ſet out, ard 
ſuch as neicher was, .nor could' be denied, and? had- it' been 
queſtion'd, I was, ready to have appeard, and detlat'diup 
what Grounds 1 writ it. . Taking that therefore'for ranted, [1

.of rhe Abuſed 'Peop'e , | bur in * the Speech 'of "King 'Willizmm 
to his laſt, Parliament, wherein -he abnfed not only "Him, 
. but them, and himſelf roo; andevenin'the Detlaration'f War, 
Fince. his Death. For I meddte not-wirh'the Common Cauſe 
of the Confederates; 'which'whatevycr itbe,-'T think "notmuch 
advanraged by that Addition. THE 

That King James the Second was Lawful\Saceeflbr -of : King 
: Charles; the Second, and rightful'King of theſe three Kingdoms 
and the Tertitories thereunto belonging,”is'olt of all queſtion 
with all. Men of Sobricty and Conſcience. 

And rhat there were thoſe things d6ne by his Authority, 
which were. great Violations of the Rights of the Sabje&#s, | is Uke- 
wiſe. out of all queſtion. 

But. 1. by whoſe Advice thoſe things were don yo 
in the firſt place to have, been inquired into, '( whether 'by 'Po- 
iſh; Counſels, of Proteftant Treachery, and" Conſpiracy with 
k Itive Rebels and” Tiraitors) was neycr.yet tiade'any queſtion ;

And 24dly, that by the Known Laws of this ww; 

ſuch Caſes # not to be queſtoned, but his Evil Counſellors, by Com. 
plaint and Remonſttance to him: eſpecially not till he refuſe to 
do Right, maintain and prorc& them againſt Right, and 6 
make himſcif a party with them againſt the true Conſtitution 
of the Government, is, if not afſirred, yet admitted and fi 
poſed, in all the Proceedings in the late Civil War, while an 
thing of Law was regarded. Bur the quite contrary in this 
Caſe hath been done, rhe King driven and excluded from the 
Throne, and the Traytors received and harbour'd, 

And 3ly, Whether to take up Arms againſt their King upon 
any prerence whatever, tho' doubtfal with many, yet with 
many was out of all doubr, that it was unlawful, by reaſon of 
the Publick Declarations of the Nobility, Gentry, Cirizens, Bur- 
geſſes, Civil Officers, and. of the Loyal Clergy, according to 
three ſeveral As of Parliament : But to do it upon Pretence 
grounded upon T reachery, is withour all doubt, not only un- 
lawfal, but abominable with all Men, who have any ſenſe of 
Conſcience or Religion, of Honour, Juſtice, or of Common 
Honeſty. And yet hath this been dene in this Caſe. 

_ qathly, Of the Matters alledg*d againſt King James, there was 
one, concerning the Zirth of | the Prince of Wales, which had ir 
been true, had been ſufficient ro have juſtified all that was done 
againſt him : but being falſe, and not only falſe, but acontriv'd. 
Calumny, is asgreat a Demonſtration of the Wickedneſs of them. 
5thly, And this, having been alledged by the Princeef Orange 
in bis Declaration, and referred to the Examination of a Free 
Parliament; the queſtion in cffe& was, Whether King James or 
himſelf ws the Impotor ? And his negleCt of that Examination, 
when ic was in his Power, nocuichlandies all the Occaſions 
for it, was a manifeſt Injury to King Jang, and Evidence of 
it againſt himſelf. | 
_ .. Gthly,' All theſe Injuries to King James, by Treacherous Coun- 
ſels, by ſach abominable Lies and Calumnics, by driving. him 
out of his Kingdom upon ſach falſe and wicked Pretences, and 
refuſal of Juſtice in all theſe particulars, all. contrary to the 
Fidelity and Allegiance ſworn to him, and his Lawful Succeffors, 
,was the lntrodyRion to that which Crown's all; that which 
came in courſe. ro be. read for the firſt Lefſon, while I was 
writing this, Heſ.8,: Where God complains, 1{rael hath = 4 
t 


the thing that i good ;, the Enemy ſhall purſue him : They bavt' ſet 
up Kings, but not by me; they have made Princes, and I knew it 
not : I mean the Att of Setlement, 

7thly, T his AC is not only an Addition to all the precedent 
Injuries, bur a farther Proof and Confirmation of the laiquiry of 
them: For the Convention being Conſcious, that all the Gther 
Pretences were as inſufficient in Law, as deficient in Truth, were 
forc'd ro ſtrain their Wits, as well as rheir Confciences, ro 
find out ſome other more plauſible ; which at laſt was a very 
lame one in the bottom, only made more paſſable with the 
abuſed prejudic'd People, by new Adopted Terms of Abdication 
and Yacancy of the Throne. For Abdication is a voluntary AR, 
without infent to reaflume, . or retura to what is forſaken, 
But King James, from the Expericace he had ot the Uſage of 
his Father, and of the Attempts againſt his Brother and —_ 
ſelf, by deſperate FaCtions, had juſt Cauſe of Fear; and belades, 
was per{waded by the Prince, under Pretence of Kindneſs, to 
withdraw from the Fury of the People; and did attually re» 
turn again as ſoon, and as far as he could. 

Wl, To all theſe Injuries done to King Zames, thar is no 
ſmall Addition, which is dane to bis Son, ro Exclude him, to 
Artaint him, and to Abjure him, and for no other Cauſe or 
Pretence, but his Education in a Religion different trom this, 
which 1 have ſhewed to be fo faulty before; and which brin 
forth ſuch Fruits, as I am conſidering now; and: which is 6 
little regarded. by ſuch as make ir their Prerence, as to be. uſed 
by them for no other purpoſe. Bur as this isa great Addition 
to all rheſe; ſo all rheſe are to be taken into the Account of the 
Injuries done to the Son, as the Ground of them. 

And now'by all this, I think it very apparent to all, who 
have any ſenſe of Juſtice or Honeſty in them, how monſtrouſ- 
ly «njuſt a Cauſe this is amoyg Aden: / but ro underſtand more 
fully how wicked it is zn the Sight of Ged, there is more yer 
to be conſidered, 

It was not King Zames alone, and his Son, and Family, who 
were greatly injur d by theſe things, but alſo the People of this 
Nation, and of all the three Kingdoms, tho? this moſt of any. 
Which, tho” it may ſeem ſtrange, by reaſon of their free Con- 
currence, yet it is never the- leſs true, if they were abuſed. and 
impoſed upon in it. 

Two 
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Two things there were, which were-much cry*d up, and by which 
the People were moſt incenſed agam#t the King, One, That he.and 
the Queen had agreed to impoſe a Suppotititious Child upon the 
Narion : Theother, That the Biſhops were ſent to the Tire 
for that purpoſe, that the Buſineſs might be the better mana? 
in their Abſence. Burt the firſt was not only falſe, but pres. 
Devilliſh contriv'd Calumny, as I have ſufficiently ſhewed'in 
my Papers, and could ſay nwre if there was occaſion; and thar 
ir was contriv*d contrary to certain Knowledge. And the other 
not only an improbable Suggeſtion ; for, what could their Ah. 
ſence avail, 'when ſo-many others were preſent? But the yery 
depth of Satan, and a treacherons Fraftice, whereby the poor 
King himſelf was impoſed -upon contrary to his own Min 
that they might not be preſent at' che Labour, and Witni 
ro ir, and rhat the Bclicf of that Lie- and Calurmy' might be 
thereby confirm'd. So that by borh theſe they were mot 
wickedly abuſed and impoſed upon; and the Engijfh being 
naturally-a plain down-righrt reſolate 'Peopke, and abomita- 
ting Tricks and Cheats, but efpecially +9'be fo -abufed asthey 
were made bc&tieve, this made them fo ready 'ro'revetve him as 
their Deliverer, who was 'in Truth the Pringipal'in'the Abtſe 
and Impoſture -put upon them. Their Concarrence therefore 
in fad, in what-they were themſelves abufed, is not:robe im- 
puted ro them as their reaſonable and geliberare Att. 

Bur rhe Buſineſs was undoabredly-martag'd -by Conſpiraty be- 
rween ſome” Fugitives at the Hague, tpon Monmouth Deſert 
( who 'tis/faid' was betray'd into thar'UIndertaking, by ſuch as 
made their Advantage of it and their Treacherous Correſpon- 
dents in King James's Conrt : with whom many others of like 
Looſe Principtes ſtruck'in afrerward for Preferment, and' com- 
poſed the d#ſperate wicked Fafion, which bei hardened with 
the Stcceſs'of fo great Wickednefs, caftoff all regard to Rel 
gion; Morality, and: Common Honeſty, -and have ran things 
ro ſuch, Madneſs and Extravagances. But their great qu 
being now removd, 'tis to be hop'd we" may come at aff to 
more S6ber-Caunſe's : andthat all theſe Injuries {þall berightes 
as ſoon. as. may. be... For, beſtdes the Indigriiries done' ro-the 
Royal Family, thoſe-ro-the Peapte are-very confiderable,” For 
they 'have been inmred in their” Honour and Reputation, 'by the 
Abuſes put upon them; in their Religion, 'by the r_

t upon it ; in their Zſtates by the vaſt Expenſes they haye- 

been ar, and all conſum'd in foreign Parts, to the advantage 
of our pretended Friends, bur ſecrer Corriyals,. and in the vaſt 
Debts contrafted; in their Peace by an Unjuſt and Wicked 
Occaſion of an cndleſs War intailed upon thete Nations ; and 
in cheir. Souls by manifold Sins and Wickedneſs, and ſtrong 
Temprarions to greater ;, as if the Spirirs of Achitophe! and Bu- 
laem were come amongſt us. By the Miſchicfs to the Nation, 
as well as to the Royal Family, may be perceiv*d whar Intereſt 
has been promoted, and what Vipers we have had in our Bowels. 

But ſince it hath pleaſed God to give us an Engliſh Heart again 
upom the Throne, and: one ſo cold by the Laws of Nature, 
of God, : and of the Lend, and ſenſible, I hope,-of rhete grear 
Ohligations, we may hope to ſee the true Engliſh Spirir again 
reviv'd ia the People, wh a_juft Reſcurment of the Abufes, 
and ſome Reparation for the Diſtonout and Injurics done amro 
them: and 10 rorm-by rar: pug Experience to beware of ſuck 
Faftions at. home, and of Foreigners #braad';, to” value thoſe, 
who are true to the Pringiples they honeſtly own ; and beware 
of thoſe, who have either none at all, or fuck aSareuncerrain 
what they are, or-cextainly very bad: ant ro fee Truth and 
Righteoatek again reſtored amongſt us, after fuch} Experience 
of the unhappy Conſequences of Wicked Policies, and the in- 
dize& Practices: of Lies,. Calumnies, aud all Imiquity. 

And:oux Hopes may be: nat a. little encouraged by” rhe Eaſtneſs 
of our Work, if it be duly confider'd : For asrhe muys of Fa'ſbrod: 
Treachery, and. Inzquity, ate: always not only unhappy in” rhe 
End; but. indirect, ru prone aggro in the paſſage; fo the 
Ways of Truth. 2 od Foabtcouſa $ are nor only happy in the 
End, but diret,. plain,, eaſy, and pleaſant Paths. We: need 
nothing: but trug Engliſh Spirzts, among the Commons, and'trur 
Chriſtian Spirits among the Clergy and a Religious Obfervance 
of the Coronation Oath upon the firone and'rhat it be indeed 
a Throne of yg grams. and not of lniquity. 

Bur it muſt be remember'd that the True Engliſh Spirit is 
not only a Spirit of Honeſty and Generoſity, but a Spirit of crue 
and ſincere Religion-at the bottom: And if we have tuch a 
Spirit return again into St. Stephen's Chappel, we ſhall nor-only 
have the Honour of the Nation reſtored by eminent Demonſtrations 
that it was only a preyalent FaQtion, by which all the gy”
